Weather- 
men declared today that this time 
"winter has come to stay." 


Huge flakes of snow 
fell 


Central Ohio last night and early 
today. Southern Ohio saw its first 
snow of the season yesterday after- 
noon, while temperatures tabog- 
ganed toward the freezing marks. 
Mercury registered in the neigh- 
borhood of 30 degrees in the south- 
ern part of the state this morn- 
ing as compared with 40 degrees 
yesterday Central Ohio slid down to 
23 degrees.

heavy snowstorm, of Arctic pro- 
portions, accompanied by occasion- 
aT'flashes of lighting and faint 
rumbles of thunder, swept through 
northern Ohio today, giving every 
indication that the wintry season 
had arrived for an extended visit.

sensational robbery ever staged in 
this section was executed today 
when six armed bandits drove into 
Gratis, near here, held at bay all

The bandits blew up the bank's 


small vault with six blasts of 
nitroglycerin. 


The daring band of robbers cut

they appeared at windows and 
doors of their homes. Several 
shots were fired in the air by the 
gunmen.
